MR, KING SAID A “central fea- 
ture” of the statement of Igor 
Gouzenko, Russian cipher clerk 
who informed the Canadian gov- 
ernment of the espionage ring, was 
the claim that a “fifth column” 
was being created in Canada, with 
the infiltration extending “in a 
very wide direction.” 

Speaking for nearly 1% hours Mr, 
King unfolded the grave back-! 
ground details of the Russian un-| 
der-cover activity and high-lighted 
his review with these statements: 

1, HE EXPRESSED the hope no 
one in a responsible position in 
Canada at this time would suggest 
that Canada sever diplomatic rela- 
tions with her powerful northern 
neighbor because of the develop- 
ments. 

2. He. also expressed conviction 
that Premier Stalin, whom he ad- 
mired, would not countenance the

Zabotin, former Russian military

Throne Address Amendments 


Placed Before Ottawa House

OTTAWA, March 19.—(CP)—The Commons, moving 
at a brisk pace, yesterday heard throne speech addresses by 
two party leaders—John Bracken, Progressive Conserva- 
tive, and M. J. Coldwell, CCF-—listened to Prime Minister 
Mackenzie King on the espionage investigation and received 
two amendments to the motion for adoption of the address 
in reply to the Throne Speech. 


Coldwell Raps | 
Procedure in 
Espionage Case 


OTTAWA, March 19.—(CP)—M. 
J. Coldwell, CCF leader, said last! 
night in the Commons that there 
has been too much secrecy and! 
too much mystery in the govern- 
ment’s handling of the espionage 
investigation. 

SPEAKING AFTER Prime Min- 
ister Mackenzie King had made a 
lengthy statement on the investiga- 
tion, Mr. Coldwell said the pub- 
licity given the espionage ring in 
Canada and the United States/ 
papers had complicated a difficult) 
and dangerous international situa- 
tion. 

“The prime minister's original 
statement on Feb. 15 was couched 
in careful and unprovocative langu- 
age and | regret that some sections 
of the press did not exhibit that 
sense of responsibility which char-/ 
acterized our Canadian newspapers 
during the war,” said Mr. Coldwell. 

“Such newspapers may have 
overlooked the fact that a violent 
press campaign against Russia 
would be regarded in a country 
where there is no free press, as 
the official attitude of this country. 

“IT HAS LENT COLOR, too, to 
the charge in Labor-Progressive 
papers in this country, widely quot- 
ed in the Soviet Union, that Canada 


and its government are engaged in 
a plot against what they are pleased 
ed to call the left wing of the 
labor movement or in an _ anti- 
Soviet campaign, 

“Actually, the fact is that every- 
one with any sense of responsibil- 
ity realize that the peace and wel- 
fare of the whole world depends 
on the ability to establish friend!y 
relations and confidence among all!) 
nations, and particularly between) 
Russia and the Epglish-speaking| 
nations. ° 

“Lacking this hope of the world) 
=the United Nations Organization 
—will be shattered. ... 

“THERE HAS BEEN too much) 
secrecy, too much mystery, in the 
government’s handling of the mat- 
ter for the public good. The air 
has been full of rumors—some wild, 
but many, well-founded subsequent- 
ly. This has been bad and indicat-| 
ed serious leaks from persons who 
might be expected to be respons- 
ible.” 

Mr. Coldwell said the arrest of 
Fred Rose (Lab.-Prog., Montreal- 
Cartier), one cf those charged with 
supplying information to Russia, 
had been forecast a week in ad- 
vance by London and Montreal 
pbewspapers. 

Mr. King interjected he had seen} 
the item referred to in a Montreal | 
paper and said that a member of 
parliament had disclosed informa- 
tion divulged at a secret session. | 
As far as he was aware information 
given at secret sessions was not 
involved in the investigation. 

THE PRIME MINISTER said he 
was not aware until the Royal Com- 
mission's second interim report was 
made Thursday that definite action 
was to be taken against a mem- 
ber of parliament. 

“There have been leaks, but that 
was not one of them,” he said. 

Mr. Coldwell said that a!l persons | 
charged under the investigation 
must be given fair and proper trial. 
He objected to the use of the word 
espionage, which meant the sending 
of persons into an enemy country 
for spying purposes. The investiga. 
tion was concerned with Canadian 
and British citizens. 

“Quislings and traitors must be 
punished, but we dare not allow 
ahy government to act except in 
accordance with the established 
principles of justice,” he said. 

“THE PERSONS NOW HELD are 
believed to have violated the offi- 
cial secrets act and betrayed their! 
trust, If they are guilty they must) 
be punished, But I have read the 
reports tabled last Friday together) 
with the statements of the prime, 
minister and I confess I still have) 
grave doubts concerning the pro- 
cedures followed in some of the 
cases, Indeed I don't believe the 
prime minister himself is aware of 
all that has gone on. | 

“T hesitate almost to say this be- 
cause I could scarcely believe it, 
but I was informed by a minister 
of the gospel last week that a per- 
son who has been held in custody 
at Rockcliffe for some time was 
kept in a room with six lights full) 
on continuously during six days and 
nights.” 

Mr. Coldwell said he telephoned 
the counsel for one of the persons 
held and the counsel had heard a 
similar story from a different per-) 
son. The excuse was that the lights 
were left burning to prevent sui- 
cide. 

“SINCE NEITHER of these per- 
eons was ever alone, the excuse 


THE PROGRESSIVE CONSERV- 
ATIVE amendment, introduced by

He dealt also with foreign relations 
urging a foreign policy in which 
Canada’s primary link would con- 
tinue to be with the British Com- 
monwealth, 

Mr. Coldwell supported the food 
conservation plan announced by 
Mr. King Sunday night. 

“I wish he had gone further— 
prohibited the wasteful use of cer- 
eals in non-essential luxuries like 


that if food for starving people in- 
volves some more rationing in Can- 
ada I believe the people will sup- 
port any intelligent and necessary 
steps the government requests.” 

HE SUPPORTED the $1,250,000,- 
000 loan to Britain and said it was 
a recognition that in part Canada’s 
future prosperity depended on the 
future ability of her best customer 
to trade with the Dominion. Ex- 
penditures in Canada financed by 
the loan would provide only tem- 
porary and partial relief to Can- 
ada’s unemployment and 
problems. Other more compre- 
hensive domestic policies would 
have to be provided. 

“I am glad to’ note that the gov- 
ernment intends to encourage the 
highest possible production this 
year,” he continued. “I had been 
disturbed by reports of speeches 
of the minister of agriculture (Hon. 
James Gardiner) in Western Can- 
ada urging what seemed to me a 
different policy.” 

“Certainly advice to prairie farm- 
ers to increase cereal production 
invites some risk of a reduction in 
summer-fallow and the depletion 
of moisture in 1947; but 1946 is a 
crucial year and risks must be 
taken to sustain human life in many 
countries.” 

UNCERTAINTY ABOUT agricul- 
tural prices was causing a serious 
decline in some products and there

No person in Canada should waste any 
food. Substitute foods should be used where 
at all possible, and the maximum amount of 
wheat left for export. 

That is the challenge which famine in 
Europe, India and China has thrown down 
to the people of this Dominion, and is relay- 
ed to them in the food-saving program an- 
nounced by Prime Minister King. ’ 

Detailed steps are to be taken officially 
to modify consumption and to make stored 
wheat available for export. But the national 
effort depends for success less upon compul- 
sion than upon individual willingness to 
avoid waste and to use foods other than 
wheat. 

How much voluntary saving and absten- 
tion can accomplish is indeterminate, but the 
possible total in bushels must be enormous. 
Ordinarily it is one of the privileges of Can- 
adians to be careless in the use of wheat. 
They consume it in preference to potatoes 
and other vegetables on a scale nowhere 
equalled outside the United States. They 
lightly throw in the garbage barrels crusts 
and “heels” of loaves which children in 
Europe would fight for in the best of times. 

All this must be “out” for the next four 
to six months if Canada is to do its share in 
making up the extra 7,000,000 tons of food 
which the U.N.R.R.A. says will be necessary 
if the prospective shortage is to be overcome 
and people in the famine zones given even 
subsistence allowances. 

Every scrap of bread or other wheat- 
product that is wasted in Canada will cut 
down the chance that some person oversea 
may get enough food to keep soul and body 
together until the crops of 1946 mature. 
And, at the earliest, oversea gardens cannot 
produce much before July. 

This call to all-out exertion to avert 
famine in the distress areas is declared nec- 
essary to prevent “grave disorders endanger- 
ing peace itself”, That isn’t the highest mo- 
tive for extending help to the hungry, but 
it is a very practical one. : 

Famishing people are irresponsible, and 
there are scores of millions in Europe—and 
in Asia—who see famine creeping upon 
them. They are not thinking now about the 
San Francisco Charter and its recipe for 
global harmony, All they can think about is 
where and how they can get something to 
eat. There is no telling what such people may 
do if they cannot find an answer to this 
desperate question. 

There is such a thing as mass hunger- 
dementia. 


Vincent Massey 


The Rt. Hon. Vincent Massey has resign- 
ed his post as high commissioner for Canada 
in London, He has filled that difficult posi- 
tion since 1935 with tremendous credit to 
himself and advantage to this country. 

Mr. Massey was first appointed to Lon- 
don shortly before the 1930 election. Mr. 
Bennett, the new premier, regarding the 
office as a political one, made another ap- 
pointment and Mr. Massey did not actually 
take up his ‘overseas duties until a change 
of government came about five years later. 
Since then he has served Canada with dis- 
tinction. 

He is a man of many and unique gifts. He 
takes an intelligent interest in music, art, 
drama and architecture. He has been the 
recipient of some 20 honorary degrees from 
universities in many countries, 

Following the first war, Mr. Massey 
served as Canada’s director of repatriation. 
In 1922, he was made president of the 
Massey Harris Company. In 1926, he was 
sent as Canada’s minister to the United 
States. When he left Washington at the end 
of his term, the New York Times said that 
he had been the most sought after and hon- 
ored of all the members of the diplomatic 
corps. 

During the dark days of the war, Mr. 
Massey and his gifted wife spent themselves 
freely and gallantly for the benefit of the 
men and women of the Canadian armed 
forces abroad, 

Mr, Massey has been in the public service 
of Canada for more than 25 years. It is sur- 
prising, then, to learn that he is only 59 
years old, Tolerant, broad-minded and pro- 
gredsive, he has still, we trust, a useful part 
to play in Canada’s public affairs for many 
years to come, ° 


Pre-Fabs for Canada? 


A London despatch says six workmen 
there built an all-electric aluminum bunga- 
low in seventy-five minutes, It also says that 
oversea builders can get blue-prints of these 
quickly built “pre-fabs” by applying to the 
manufacturers, who have so much business 
at home they can’t take care of outside 
orders, 

Pre-fabricated houses have never caught 
the popular faney in Canada, But nobody 
knows they wouldn't if a type suitable to this 
climate were devised, and if one of these 
could be put together even in seventy-five 
hours, Maybe the time has come to get away 
from the idea that a house must be built 
board by board on the site where it is to 
stand, 

Certainly if there is a faster way to put 
up comfortable and sanitary houses, this 
would seem to be the time to introduce it.

Life in the Raw 


The epic story of Dr. Charles Camsell, of 
whom his biographer says he has “explored 
Canada’s north from Hudson Bay to the 
Pacific and from the Arctic ocean to the 
60th parallel’, makes the modernly equipped 
“operation Muskox’” look like a Sunday 
school picnic. There is this difference too: 
that whereas Dr. Camsell’s story is now, so 
far as known, told for the first time, though 
its earliest chapters occurred half a century 
ago, by press and radio “operation Musk- 
ox” is in the news almost hourly. 

“Operation Muskox”’ may uncover useful 
information. It’s value as a military exer- 
cise alone is incalculable, if only because it 
represents the first serious attempt to train 


under Canadian conditions. But life in a 
nylon lined tent, with five miles an hour 
winds at 40 below, while supplies drop reg- 
ularly from watchful guardian aircraft, is 
only relatively unpleasant. 

But consider the life of any man who 
mushes behind his dog team for months 
without even a sound of civilization, living 
on whatever he can wrest from nature with 
only the most primitive equipment. This 
kind of life is pictured in Dr. Camsell’s hith- 
erto unpublicized adventures, which appear 
in other columns on this page. 


Somebody with more imagination than 
understanding started a rumor that Canada 
would break off diplomatic relations with 
Russia because of the discovery that Russian 
agents have been extracting secret informa- 
tion from officials and others. If that were 
the rule not many countries in the world 
would now be on diplomatic speaking-terms 
with their neighbors, 


An Alberta farmer, from the Markerville 
district, has been engaged to start a Govern- 
ment experimental farm in Ethiopia. Appar- 
ently the expertly-directed colony of Italian 
farmers whom Mussolini sent to that coun- 
try, and whom Haile Selassie allowed to re- 
main, have not set the pattern for successful 
agriculture. The Emperor is showing good 
judgment in picking an Alberta “dirt” farm- 
er to do the job. 


If the bubonic plague has really got a 
foot-hold in Mukden, the Nationalist, Com- 
munist and Russian armies will soon have 
something to do besides watching or fighting 
each other. In that case it will tax the re- 
sources of all three to stamp out the new 
invader. And if they can’t do that it will 
make no difference to the armies or the in- 
habitants who is to govern the city in the 
future, for they won’t be there.

“I re- 
member when Bishop Bompas cut 
off David Villeneuve’s leg with a 
carpenter's saw and a_ butcher 
knife while David smoked a pipe 
and stoically watched him do it.”

When the cheque 
arrives in the next mail, he is quite 
likely to blow a fuse when he finds 
he has bought back some of his 85 
cent hay at $1.55 per bale, When he 
next visits the stockyards, perhaps 
someone will try to sell him a bun- 
dle of the haywire to hold his mow- 
er together for another year.

'treasurer, Claude Watt; committee, 
|J. T. Burton and Louis McDougal. 
{ Immediately following the meet- 
|ing, a wire urging that the district 
|be given representation in the Do- 
}minion house was sent to Hon, R. 
A. Glen, minister of mines and re- 
sources. 

The gathering voiced a strong 
protest to the present system of 
electing and appointing trustee 
members to the Yellowknife Admin- 
jistrative District’s board (the Yel- 
lowknife Administrative District

The report states: “The serious- 
ness of the failure to achieve utili- 
zation of service qualifications is 
jillustrated in the case of service 
trained automotive tradesmen. One 
|half of those surveyed were un- 
skilled laborers before enlistment. 
In the service each was qualified 
in an automotive trade. Every one 
of them fs now employed in un- 
skilled labor.” 

The services have known that 
this situation existed for some time. 
As a result, in an effort to break 
down the prejudice against service- 
trained men, the three services have 
issued books describing every ser- 
vice trade and how it can be ap- 
plied in civilian life. 

TODAY, WITH INDUSTRY cry- 
ing for trained men of every kind, 
it seems ridiculous that men who 
have acquired needed skills in the 
services should not be utilized by 
civilian industry. Most of the re- 
sentment against service-trained 
tradesmen is based on prejudite 
and ignorance of the actual facts. 

In Alberta recently the Industrial 
Relations Board of the provincial 
department of trade‘and industry, 
held a conference of tradesmen and 
[the entire apprentice-journeymen 
ratios have been revised in all the 
| designated trades to permit the 
|training of greater numbers of

Careful Feeding Essential 


For Successful Hog Raising 


The start which the young pig gets in life may make all the differ- | 
ence between profit and loss. The successful development of young pigs | 
divides itself into two periods: that before the pigs are farrowed and | 
that from farrowing to weaning. 

The proper care and feeding of the brood sow is the first requisite | 
for a crop of strong, healthy pigs. Exercise is essential. The condition | 
of the sow at farrowing is a vital factor in determining milking capacity 
and vigor of the pigs. Overfat sows pgoduce weak, unthrifty pigs; this 
may be prevented by properly balancing the ration. Iodine, as a precau- 
tion against hairless pigs should be included in every such ration. 


Urges Proper | 
Care | 


“Given the proper care, atten- | 
tion and opportunity the pig is 
not, as is mistakenly believed by 
some people, a ‘dirty’ animal,” 
stated Carl Stimpfle, president of 
the Alberta Farmers’ Union. 

HE SAID that the brood sow 
required careful treatment during 
the period of gestation, and that 
besides proper diet it should be 
provided with quarters that were 
constantly kept clean. 

The farm union leader empha- 
sized especially the complete san- 
itation of the farrowing pen. 

“Extra care taken during this | 
period goes a long way toward 
improving results of the brood 
when it arrives, and reduces the 
number of deaths due to diseases 
; in the early growth of the suck-|

seldom is without a specially prepared chick starter. Too often the baby | 
pigs get no suitable feed and are forced to eat from the sow’s trough 
until weaning time. A suitable starter feed for pigs, fed in a creep, will | 
insure against severe setbacks at weaning time. A creep is easily con-| 
structed and the proper feed may be fed in a small trough or self feeder. 


Following Ration Is Recommended

Oat hulls should always be removed from the starter ration as they 
irritate the digestive system. Anaemia, due to lack of sufficient iron in 
the sow’s milk, causes much trouble with young pigs. Clean grass sods 
sprinkled with a solution of one teaspoonful of iron sulphate to one) 
quart of water, thrown to the pigs, should supply enough iron. If sods 
are not available, Reduced Iron, an amount about equal to two aspirin 
tablets, when they are three, 10 and 17 days old.

HATCHERY OUTLOOK 

This week's summary is based on re- 
ports received from 16 hatcheries out 
of a totel of 47 hatcheries for the 
province, and represents setting ca- 
pacity of 41 per cent. of the total 
capacity for the province. Total ca- 
pacity in use by these 16 hatcheries 
reporting is 76 per cent. Total chicks 
hatched to date by these hatcheries 
is 382,150, with an average hatchabil- 
ity of 64.3 per cent. The demand for 
pullets is exceptionally good, and the 
demand for mixed chicks alightly 
easier. Demand for cockerels has eas- 
ed off slightly, consequently some 
hatcheries are compelled to gas. Dur- 
ing the week 6,700 light weight cock- 
erels and 4,550 heavyweight cockerels 
were destroyed. Breeds most in de- 
mand are New Hampshires, White Leg- 
horns, Barred Rocks, in this order. 
Some hatcheries report an increase of 
29 per cent. on booking and sales over 
last year, with the odd hatchery re- 
porting a slight decrease. However, 
on the whole it is considered that 
bookings to date are approximately 10 
to 15 per cent. higher than for the 
same period in 1945. The majority of 
hatcheries are heavily booked for de- 
liveries well into May. Further, it is 
expected that sales for 1946 will come 
close to meaching the peak year of 
1944, notwithstanding that operations 
were 10 days to two weeks later in 
getting started than during the past 
three years. 

1945 broilers are beginning to ap- 
|pear on the local market. One party 
has made a contract for the purchase 
of three to four thousand day-old 
cockerels for the remainder of the 
season, Approximately 50 per cent. of 
these birds are caponized, crate-fed 
and processed at two months and
